In earrying this condition or direction into
effect, the directors of the library should be
obliged to place upon thelr shelves the writiags
of atheists, denying the exlstence of a God, for
a belief in Hig existenee I8 an ordinary opinion;
works advoeating polygamy und [ree-love, for a
preference for luwinl matritmony 1& an ordinary
opinlon—provided only that these athelstical and
licenclous books contain nelther ribaldry or in-
decency, which may casily be managed. Who
would llke to send s young person to o lbrary
conducted on such a plan as this? It would be-
cCOme n yory l'l‘.‘-hlll'li'l of literature.

The eommittee appolnted at or after the meot-
ing in June hius publistied Its report. It is o
t'.lnll;lrl.!l'llfrr.' report, [lru';-l_w!h: to accept the
legaey in words, and to get rid, in great part, of
the conditlon as to the location of the library
prescribed by Dr, Jumes Rush, and which his
most estimable exeeutor proposes, very properly,
to carry out. The Philadelphin Library is to e,
like 8ir Bovle Roche's bird, “‘in two places at
once.” This, T think, neither satisfies the diroce-
tiong of the will nor the wishes of the sharehold
ers. Suppose one of us ecalls at the present
bullding for a book, he may be told that the
library owns such o work, but that it 1s a mile
and a balt off at the cemelery and publication
house, By the ald of the street ears he can rench
thiat point in about half an hour, if he ean gpare
the time,

The usefolness of the library would be greatly
impaired by any such arrangement. Let us
equarely come up to the polot to be declded, and
either reject or accept the legacy, clogeed with
the removal of nll our books to go inconvenliont
a location ns Broad and Christinn streets, This
is what Dr, James Rush expected us to do, and
this is what we are bound to do. W. D,
